That such com- 
plete recovery .could be made in the 
space of a few yean Is a commentary 
upon the great resources of the oonn. 
try and a tribute to tbo character of 
its population. 


"There seems to be a general senti- 


ment on tho part of the people on the 
coast that tho Alaskan boundary diffi- 
culty will be properly and rightfully 
settled without trouble. They feel, 
however, the keenest interest in the 
subject, and fully realtee the import- 
anco of a proper decision to their own 
commercial welfare. 


"The question of Asiatic commerce 


has become one of added interest and

Cigar dealers and manufacturers fig- 


ure that the Chicago market is good for 
at least 300,000,000 cigars a year. In 
other words, Chicago men smoke on 
nn average 800,000 cigars s, day. Al- 
lowing only five cents as the average 
price of tiese cigars, the total amount 
spent every day in Chicago Js $40,000. 
In a year Chicago's cigar money foots 
up to the immense sum of $14,600,000. 
This takes no account of the money 
which goe>! to pay lor pipes, smoking' 
tobacco and cigarettes. Altogether it 
is estimated that $2,000,000 Is not more 
than is spent in this city yearly for the 
seductive weed in its various forms. 
The funded debt of the city of Chicago 
is $10,922,000, so that if the estimate of 
the amount spent yearly for tobacco 
ia correct, the smokers of the city could 
by denying themselves for a single year 
entrely relieve the municipality fromlts' 
obligations and in addition give it a 
handsome sum toward the cleaning of 
the streets, for instance.—Chicago 
Tribune.

SPAIN'S LOST COLONIES. 


The Only Colonial Po»e»loni Re> 


maiming to Ike Sp«n1»h Crown 


Are In Alrlcn. 


In disposing of her remaining pos- 


sessions in the Pacific ocean to Ger- 
many, Spain retains colonial territories 
only In Africa and the neighboring wa- 
ters. Tliese possessions are five towns 
along the north coastof Morocco, naine- 
ly, Ceuta, Teluan, Velez do la Uomera, 
AlhucemaB and Melilla, und the, Chafa- 
rinas islands; the Canary islands, which 
are administered as a province of Spain ; 
the large district of Rio de' Oro, front- 
toe- on the Atlantic between Capes Bo- 
jador nnd Blanco for about 500 miles 
in the north to COO miles in the south, 
the whole embracing 243,000 square 
miles, mostly sand, and the possession 
of the -eastern part beingr contested by 
France; the little territory of Ifni, on 
the coast at southern Morocco, embrac- 
ing only 27 square miles; in the Gulf of 
Guinea, the Islands of Fernando Po and 
Annabon; and near the north west cor- 
ner of the French Congo, San Juan, a 
Email section of the mainland drained 
by the lower Muni and Campo rivers, 
whoso possession is disputed by France, 
nnd Corlsco Bay, with its little islands 
Cotisco and Elobey. The colonial em- 
pire of Sjjain Is finally reduced to a to- 
tal area of 247,308 square miles, includ- 
ing the conciderable regions of Which 
France elaims to be the rightful owner. 
The areas lost to Spain as the result of 
the war embrace Cuba, 45,872 square 
miles; ceded to the United States, 119,- 
36C square miles (Philippines and Sulu 
Islands, 115,300; Porto Bico, 3,608; 
Guam, 388); and disposed of to Ger- 
man/, (HO square mile* (Caroline and 
pplew island*, £60, and Ladrone is- 
lands, except Guam, to). Spain's colo- 
nial possessions have been reduced in 
the past year by 105,838 square miles of 
territory. 


Spain has acted wisely in disposing 


at the remnant of her Pacific posses- 
sions, becauM they have been nothing 
to bar except a source of trouble. The 
Carolines embrace 6(0 islet* and islands, 
none of which is of territorial and few 
of commarola] importance except Yap 
and Ponape, and they are 1,500 mile* 
apart. 
Spanish pride was deeply 


touehed when the Germans raised their 
flag over Tap In 1885, and there was 
great joy when the friendly interven- 
tion of the Pope, on October fc2 of that 
year, confirmed Spain's title jo the is- 
lands. But ever since that day Spain 
has found the islands more trouble- 
some than ever. Mr, F. W. Christian, 
who spent 1899 in scientific researches 
in ti» Caroline*, has told of the expen- 
sive military establishments supporieD 
by Spain at .Yap and Ponape and tie 
squandering. of many live* in the con- 
tinual efiorts to queU native risings. 
Spain has derived no advantage what- 
ever from these possessions, for she ha* 
received no revenue* from «af native* 
end the trade baa been monopolized by 
the Germans, Americans afld Japanese, 
who have made a fair living by handling1 
the export* of coprm, beehe-de-mer, 
vegetable ivory, and turtte feud peart 
•belt. Toe coprm annually exported i* 
•bout 4,000,000 pound*, nearly one-half 
of which is supplied by the island of 


inaob, being equal in area~to all tho 
others. 
The islands are well worth 


opening to honest and energetic trade, 
for no Island* in the Pacific of the same 
size surpass the large Pelewa in natu- 
ral resources. Turtle sheila, copra and 
bechc-de-mer are the chief products; 
great quantities of yam*, 
breadfruit 


and coooauuts are grown, and on the 
largest island there i* an abundance of 
good pasturage. But Spain ha* done 
tothlng whatever •Wtb the Pelewn, ho* 
had no Spanish' garrison there and ha* 
not interfered la any way with the olvll 
wars in almost Incessant progress 
among the Various tribes. 


The UleU In the Ladrone* that now 


become German have an am oi only 
about 50 square zniiei, and are of little 
importance, the prize of that group, 
Guam, having fallen to the United 
States. The change from Spanish to 
German sovereignty in the Caroline* 
will ba heartily welcomed both by the 
native* and the foreign merchant* In 
business there, for it is well Imown that 
the trader*, Protestant missionaries 
and native* have been trestle** and un- 
bappy under the Spanish regime, and 
that the friend* of Sptjdu have been lim- 
ited to the garrison* and the Spanish 
priests.—Jf. Y. Sun. 


Saturn's ninth Satellite. 


Prof. Pickering, oi the Harvard ob- 


servatory, has discovered a ninth sat- 
ellite revolving around the planet Sat- 
urn. 
The eighth satellite waa discov- 


ered at the Harvard observatory by 
Prof. Bond in 1648. The new satellite 
was found with the aid of photography, 
it* image appearing among the stars on 
four plates exposed in the Bruoe pho- 
tographic telescope at the Harvard sta- 
tion ne*r Arequipa, Peru. It Is exceed- 
ingly faint, being estimated at magni- 
tude isy,. Its disteBee from tne planet 
is 3V4 tto>e* greater Uian pat of the 
outermost satellite of Saturn hitherto 
known, or about 7,787,000 miles. This 
IB more than 3Z tin** the dilute nee of 
our moon from the earth. Uealde* it* 
nine moons Saturn ha* an enormous 
bomber of small attendant bodies 
orowded together and forming Its fa- 
mous rings.—Youth's Companion,

MAYOR STADLEB'S TALK. 


Mayor Stadler stated the object of 


he meeting and said that it was'to 
;et un expression from the business 
men with regard to aiding the ladies 
n the enterprise, as well as to talk 
over tho advisability of organizing a 
insmess men's club. He said that a 
great deal had been said in tbe news- 
papers about the town beiug dead and 
;otting deader, aud tbat the ladies 
lad the idea that there was a way to 
waken the. old town. Many business 
men who were nimble to be present at 
he meeting had said that tbey wore 
villing to aid both with their money 
ud their personal efforts iu advancing 
ny movement the meeting decided 
n. He thought it would be a very 
vise thing to have a business uiou's 
club and the club's influence could get 
excursions into the city in the middle 
of the -week when all classes of busi- 
ness would bo benefited. 
If a few 


excursions could be brought here ou 
weak days ho didn't tare how many 
went out of here on Sundays. 


He kimv that oragnization of thi 


kind wns necessary in securing thi 
location of industries here. He had i 
letter from a concern employing 7t 
to 100 girls. The proprietors of tin 
factory said that owing to a nnmber o 
other factories in the game city em 
ploying girls, they were uuable to get 
sufficient employes, and he wanted to 
know what inducements Decatnr had 
to offer such an industry. He said he 
had auswered telling them Decatur 
would do anything possible for the 
benefit of the enterprise if it shonli 
locate here. If business men wouli 
quit talking dead town and organize 
auO go after thesa industries, bnsiuesi 
would soon be as good as ever. It is 
as good in all lines of business as i 
has been in the last three or four 
years. 


"Notwithstanding the boycott on 


our/own little business, we are doing 
aa good a business as a year ago. 
am perfectly willing to do anything 
within my means to encourage any 
enterprise that will bring business to 
the merchants and will get ont at 1 
o'clock any night if I can serve the 
interests of Decatnr. 
No legitimate 


business shall suffer from the acts ol 
the mayor. I shall protect the saloons 
in their rights, the rights given them 
by the laws. Mrs. King is temporary 
chairman of the ladies' department in 
this work and F wonld like to have 
her make a few remarks." 


tlLHS. KINO'S TALK. 


Mrs. Kiug laid that she had lived in 


Decatnr for many years, had 
every paved street laid and lived here 
before there was any gas or electric 
lights. She had always taken aa inter- 
est in the city and always expected to. 
She thought that if subscribers wonld 
stop taking those papers that said the 
town was dead they would touch the 
proprietors in a vital spot and they 
would stop saying the town is dead. 


Two years ago I was iu Blooming- 


ton when that city ted a carnival, 
and there were (MX 000 people on the 
streets. It is estimated that eaoh one 
of thoBo people spent from GO cent* to 
$1. L am heartily in favor of Dsc»tnr 
holding another carnival. If we have 
elected a reform mayor and killed the 
town, then let us reform people who 
are responsible for it, wtih a long 
poll, a strong pull and all foil together, 


revive this corpse we have on our 
hands. Mrs. Stevens is here and can 
give some valuable information re- 
garding carnivals, She is secretary of 
the Mondamin elnb of that city, and 
for 10 years her husband has beau at 
the head of the Sionz City Business 
Men's association. She is well quali- 
fied to talk along those lines." 
MRS. STEVENS ON SIOUX CITY. 


Mrs. Stevens was invited to address 


the meeting. She proved to be an 
engaging talker, energetio and prac- 
tical in all suggestions. Regarding a 
business men's association, she said 
that Sioax City was afraid to be with- 
out one and that the people were 
afraid not to support it 
"We think 


we have a pretty good town, bat not 
good enough for people to hunt us oat. 
We must go after them. Tho Hust- 
nesa Men's association has charge of 
the fall carnivals and celebrations. 
We think tbat it is uot only for onr 
benefit, but that it is our duty to 
entertain the farmers. On ladies' day 
the -women entertain them, aud a 
whole week is taken by the business 
men in entertaining the farmers. 
It 


wag thought last year by some that 
the big exposition at Omaha was go 
great and BO near that tt would be 
folly for us to give a carnival and 
aope to draw the crowds. But we 
fonnd that by giving carnivals in the 
past onr reputation was good enough 
to draw'the crowds. 
On ladies' day 


last year the two leading dry goods 
stores of the city, at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon, as proceeds of that day's 
business, deposited {5000 and f GOOO. 
Other lines of business did proportion, 
ately well. Do yon want to know 
what the actual cost is in giving such 
a carnival? Our subscriptions for the 
carnival last year amounted to about 
(7000, and the concessions brought tho 
amouut up to about {10,000.'' 


TALK IN GENERAL.

Mrs, M, W. Shnltz said that her 


dea regarding woman's day was t° 
have that day in charge of the repre- 
sentative women of the city and have 
all the organizations represented in- 
stead of having one organization in 
charge of the affair. 


Mayor Stadler said that the carnival 


wonld not be in the interests of auy 
church or society; that the ladies 
should be in charge one day and that 
the proceeds of that day should go to 
the ladies to be used for charity or for 
whatever object they wished to devote 
t Whatever remained in the treasury 
after the carniv.il should go into tbe 
roasury of the permanent business 
men's association. 


Mrs. M. P. Murphey was in favor of 


a larger and grander carnival this fall 
and thought the city had profited by 
he last carnival. 
J. G. Oloyd thought the city wonld 


irofit by the carnival and thought 
hose who managed J the affair* last 
•ear would profit by their experience. 
Last year's carnival brought consider- 
ble money to the city. The manage- 
neut was such that uot much money 
was brought into the treasury of tho 
ssocmtiou, but let last year's carnivnl 
o as the first losson at school. There 
were some mistakes in the business 
management bat he tbonght that this 
ear they could be more successful.

TONS OF ALMONDS EATEN. 


V«l«m» OtJaer Ways In Whleh th* 


Jhst b C»ed—Wliere Tfcey 


Cone From. 
.. 


There are, roughly speaking, 31,000,- 


003 pounds of almonds consumed in the 
United States each year, some eaten 
with raisins, some used in the manufac- 
ture of candy, some ground for cream 
and flavoring extracts, and some, ot an 
inferior quality, used tor perfumery 
and soap. The state of California pro- 
duces about 14,000,000 pounds of al- 
monds in a year, or two-thirds of the 
amount required lor domestic consump- 
tion, and the other almonds are import- 
ed from European countries, from 
which, ,untU a few years ago, all the al- 
monds were sent. Ihe figures of al- 
mond importations for the fiscal year 
1898 show importations of about 7,000,- 
000 pounds. Of this amount 4,506,000 
came from Spain, 1,500.000 from Italy, 
chiefly Sicilly, and the balance from 
Greece and Portugal. 


Cocoanuts of the value of about $600,- 


000 a year are imported into the United 
States from foreign countries, or from 
countries which -were under foreign 
jurisdiction at the time of the last an- 
nual treasury report. Before the be- 
ginning of the Cuban war of indepen- 
dence the importation of cocoannts 
from Cuba Into the United States was 
to the value of above $200,000 a year. 
With the beginning of the war it de- 
clined, and under the present tariff the 
duty on coeoenuts further reduced the 
importation from Cuba, though a large 
increase in the shipments of coeoanuts 
is expected this year under American 
jurisdiction in Cuba and Porto Blco. 
The competition of American with for- 
eign cocoanuts, the latter from the 
West Indies aad Sofith American states, 
has been more active than In the case 
of almonds,, for the reason that the 
chief source of supply of American co- 
coanuts IB Florida, which is in closer 
proximity to the New York market. 
The annual product of Florida cocoa- 
nuts amounts to about 7,000,000 pounds, 
of the value of about $300,000 a year, 
and the conditions as to almonds and 
cocoanuts are In thia particular re- 
versed. California produces Just twice 
as many almonds as are imported into 
the United States, whereas Florida 
produces just one-half as many oocoa- 
nuts as are imported.—Boston Tran- 
script. 


WALL STREET LIQUIDATION. 


Wbat It Memnrn—Advice to the Specu- 


lator Who It Not Thor- 


oughly Po»teU. 


If somebody buys, then somebody 
must sell, and whenever everybody has 
all the stocks he can carry somebody 
will beg-in to discover that the time to 
unload has come, and just as soon as 
this discovery becomes public every- 
body will follow the example of some- 
body until the equipoise of an oversold 
market is again restored. This is what 
we call liquidation, and it has been go- 
ing on of late to a considerable extent 
and may go on for a little time longer 
—how long will depend upon circum- 
stance?. A great bear leader might 
make, much of a such a situation, but 
the general prosperity of the country 
makes bear leadership extremely haz- 
ardous. As long as the iron market, 
which is the best determinative factor 
in the industrial situation. Is on the 
boom, with mills, furnaces and foun- 
dries running overtime, advancing 
wages and refusing orders, and as long 
as prosperity in other lines of business 
seems naturally to follow, with rail- 
road earnings maintained at the high- 
est figures, with money plentiful and 
the speculative spirit active, the bulls 
will have decidedly the better of the 
situation. Of course, a failure of tbe 
crops, unexpected foreign complica- 
tions or a bad smash of some specula- 
tive corner or pool might give things & 
decided set-back, but the resiliency of 
the market is great, and the ablest men 
on Wall street are thoroughly im- 
pressed with the belief that 'Vhe best 
ia yet to cone." Nevertheless, I repeat 
my injunction to every reader that he 
put up ample margins, and, better yet, 
that he pay outright and in full for 
whatever he may purchase. He may 
lose many a chance for profitable spec- 
ulation, but he will miss also every 
chance for disastrous failure.—Leslie'D 
Weekly.

BEGINNING OF BOOKS. • 


The Early Work of Gntenbere, Fnait, 


Sohoetter and Caxton in 


Printing. 


When and wheze the first attempt in 


the art of printing were made cannot 
be with certainty ascertained, because 
the earliest work printed by GxHenberg 
bore neither date nor name. The rea- 
son for this was obvious. Tho earliest 
printed books were made to restmble 
writing and sold as such. This much is 
certain—that movable wooden types 
were first employed by him about the 
year 1438. 


In 1443 he returned to Mayence and 


formed a great friendship with Jo- 
hannes Fust, or Faust, who agreed to 
loan him 800 guilders at six; per cent, for 
five years; but four years passed before 
the wealthy goldsmith would advance 
the money, because Gutenberg would 
not admit him into the secret of his 
business. In 1440 the first money was 
advanced and'a printing offlca set up. 


It was necessary to have assistance 


in the printing office, and one P«ter 
Schoeffer was engaged, "he being me- 
chanical." Peter kept his eyes open 
and soon found that wooden types wera 
too slow to mako, aad ht! discovered the 
art of cutting the lette"» in a, matrix so 
that the letters might be cast singly. 
Instead of telling Gutenberg, his em- 
ployer, he went to the monsy lender 
and persuaded him to advance more 
money, so that Scbocffer might work 
at his invention aport from Gutenberg. 
So pleased was Faust that he gave Peter, 
his daughter Christina in marriage. 


William Caxton, secretary to the 


duchess of Burgundy, had seen 
the 


xylographic printing of Lawrence Cos- 
ter in Haarlem, and the printing by 
movable blocks as invented by Guten- 
berg. He saw the great opportunities 
printing would afford, and, with the 
aid of Colard Mansion, set up a printing 
pressatBrugesin!471. The first book he 
printed was the "Keeueil," or summary 
"of the Histories of Troyp," compiled 
by a friend of his, Eaoul le Fevre, priest 
and chaplain to the duke of Burgundy. 
It was printed and puBHshcd at Bruges, 
and WAS soon followed by the printing 
of a L» tin oration delivered there.by Dr. 
Russell, bishop of Lincoln, at the cere- 
mony of proclaiming the duke and 
duchess of Burgundy. Another work 
from the pen of Eaoul le Fevre was 
translated into English, and printed by 
Caxton, entitled "The Game and Piny 
of Chess," a traatise of moral and po- 
litical offices, and duties, and the grada- 
tion of social ranks, founded on the 
places and "moves" respectively as- 
signed to different pieces on the chess- 
board. 


The first book printed in English was 


"The Dictes and Sayingcs of Philoso- 
pheres," a collection of anecdotes, wise 
and witty sayings of ancient philoso- 
phers. It is stated in a notice at the end 
of the volume to have been finished "on 
the xviii day of the inoneth of Novem- 
bre, 
and the seventeenth yere of the 


reign of Kyng Edwd the fV." The title 
bears the words, "Emprynted by me, 
William Caxton, Westministcre, the 
yere of our Lord m.cccc.Ixxvid." 


The first book to be printed with a 


title page was issued ia 1493 by Wynken 
de Worde, the successor of Caxton.— 
John De Morgan, in Donahue's Maga- 
zine. 


A-BIymterloM Brain Glaiyl.

a small gland called the infundibula 
gland, which apparently supplies a 
chemical substance to the braint there 
to be diffused through the brain cav- 
ities. It is thought that this substance 
it indispensable to the health of the 
brain, and there is promise that ths 
study of this gland, in animals and man, 
will enable physicians to understand : 
and treat certain diseases of the brain 
which arc now very obscure.—iBoston 
Transcript.

Under the Spanish system the letter 


carriers received their pay by charging 
from three to live cents, and sometimes 
more, for every letter they delivered. 
It took only a day or two to nave that 
system abolished in Hanvana, much to 
the relief of the merchants. The car- 
riers were put on salaries equivalent to 
that which they were supposed to earn 
by thoassessment method they were per- 
mitted to use nndepthe former regime. 


The carriers under the Spanish sys- 


tem not only charged for the delivery 
of mail matter, but they rifled letters 
freely, and made money by stealing 
stamps from mail matter and selling 
them. The letters and other grades ot 
mail matter would be forwarded with- 
out stamps, and the carrier at the other 
end of the route would collect not only 
for delivery, but for the stamps that 
had been stolen. There was simply an 
unparalleled looseness in the conduct 
of post office business, and every man 
seemed to have license to steal wherever 
he could. Even newspapers wonld be 
stolen from bundles and sold for what- 
ever could be got for them. 


Another form of corruption was evi- 


dent when the salary lists were ex- 
amined. There was no scale of salaries. 
In one city a pontmaster would receive 
twice the salary that the postmaster of 
a larger city received. Salaries seemed 
to be arranged o>i the "pull" plan, with 
the possibilities of division with the ap- 
pointing power afterward. Places that 
under the liberal payment of the United 
States would rat! at $1,500 a year were 
worth frequently as much as $3,000 a 
year.—Harper's Weekly,

The British towns seem to have the 


smallest number of paid firemen of any 
cities in Europe and America, says Mu- 
nicipal Affairs. The London fire brig- 
ade has about 800 men, about the same 
number us Berlin, which has only a 
fourth of the population, and less than 
one-half the size of the I'aris corps. 
Glasgow has but 100 men to 800,000 pop- 
ulation; Leeds but 33 to 400,000 people, 
nnd Sheffield 'iz men to a population of 
250,000. 
Liverpool, Bristol, 
Cardiff, 


Norwich, Bromley and other towns 
have no separately organized fire de- 
partment, the work of suppressing fires 
being performed by the regular police 
force. The expenditures for fire protec- 
tion are on a similarly unimportant 
scale. Thus Leeds spends less * than 
$3,000 a year, and Sheffield less than 
$}0,000 a year; Preston, with a popijla- 
tion of 113.000, reports onlv $1,500 spent 
for its fire brigade, and Norwich, with 
100,000 population, only $750 n year. A 
few towns, however, show n somewhat 
larger range of expenditures. Glasgow 
»nd Liverpool each annually expend In 
the neighborhood of $75,000—about ten 
cents per capita—and proportionate 
amounts are expended by Edinburgh, 
Dublin. Belfast nnd Salford. The Lon- 
don brigade oostg about $950,000. or 20 
cents per capita. But even these excep- 
tional instances are below the per cap- 
ita expenditures for fire protection In 
other European cities of the same size.
